— Notices  have  recently  been  posted  up 
in  the  First  ward,  that  a  petition  will  be 
presented  to  the  Court  on  Monday,  Octo¬ 
ber  3d,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  three 
commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  draining 
the  ponds  and  low  lands  lying  between 
Dodd  And  Lake  streets  and  Midland  ave¬ 
nue  and  Springdale  Lake.  Within  the 
bounds  are  some  25  acres  of  low, swampy 
ground,  through  which  the  Second  river 
runs  in  tortuous  course,  and  forms  two 
shallow  ponds,  one  along  Dodd  street  and 
the  other  near  Midland'  *v<*mw».  known  *• 
Sutphen’s  mill  pond.  This  swamp  is  in 
the  centre  of  a  thickly  populated  district 
and  has  long  been  an  eye  sore  and  a  men¬ 
ace  to  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the 
vicinity.  To  it  physicians  have  attributed 
the  prevalence  of  malarial  diseases  in  that 
district,  and  several  attempts  have  been 
made  through  the  local  Board  of  Health 
to  have  the  swamp  drained,  as  a  pub  ic 
nuisance.  But  these  attempts  have  ail 
been  failures  bdbkuse  of  the  expense,  Sut¬ 
phen’s  mill  pond  then  being  used  for  water 
power.  This,  the  principal  obstruction, 
has  now  been  providentially  removed.^ 
Sutphen’s  mill  was  destroyed  by  fire  last 
winter,  and  the  mill-dam  was  carried  away 
by  the  June  freshets.  It  is  now  under¬ 
stood  that  no  opposition  will  be  offered  to 
the  entire  removal  of  this  dam.  provided 
the  owner  of  the  property  is  relieved  from 
any  assessment  for  benefits  for  the  drain¬ 
age.  The  plan  now  proposed  is  to 
straighten  the  line  of  the  brook  so  that  its 
oourse  will  be  direct  from  North  Park 
street  to  Midland  avenue  and  to  remove 
entirely  the  dam.  This,  the  petitioners 
believe,  will  not  only  thoroughly  drain 
the  swamp  but  preveut  the  flooding  of  tho 
surrounding  district  at  every  heavy  rain 
storm  and  the  attendant  damage  }o  prop¬ 
erty.  Springdale  Lake  will  not  be  dis¬ 
turbed.  Among  the  petitioners  are  Josiah 
Dodd,  Thomas  Walker,  Israel  L.  Dodd, 
harles  R.  Miller,  Vinne  V.  Dodd  and 
Charles  M.  Riker.
